1) When the original budget was submitted it was anticipated that Permanent 

Pavement Markings would be done on a contractual basis, not involving the use of - 
materials from our stock. Since that time we have acquired a Thermo Plastic Appli— . 
cator, allowing us to save considerable funds in the actual application of crosswalk - 
markings. However, funds for this project are presently in the wrong account.and j V- 
need to be transferred to our Materials Account. - - 

2) Bids presently received have shown cost increase of approximately 20% over ;r - : 

last year. Thus, the $5^,000.00 budgeted for Sign Shop material is presently $10,000.01 
short of those needs for paint, steel posts, etc. While efforts have been made to ”> ' 

reduce the amount of signing and material necessary for signing, the increase cost of 
steel sign posts and middle distillates used in traffic marking paint has more than 
offset those savings we have been able to realize. ’ ' . ; 

It is therefore, necessary at this time to request a transfer from our Services,-. 
Contractual Account of $20,000.00 into our Materials Account. Attached are requests 
for action and a digest sheet for the City Attorney to prepare an Ordinance requesting 
this transfer.
